COULD NOT DRAW THEIR SALARIES. 

The resolution was unanimously adopted. 

A number of petitions and resolutions of 
minor importance were introduced and re- 
ferred, when Mr. McKinley moved a ¢all of 
states for bills, which was adopted, and some 
three hundred or more new bills were intro- 
duced. Among them was one by Judge Stewart, 
showing that he is financially interested in the 
loss by Sileott’s defaleation. His bill requests 
the executive department to change the extra- 
dition laws with Great Britan, so that persons 
charged with grand larceny, embezzlement 
and other crimes may be extradited from 
Canada. 

Mr. Lester, of Savannah, introduced one 
providing for $100,000 public building at 
Brunswick, which is quite certain to be favor- 
ably reported, as Mr. Lester is on the river and 
harbor committee, and there isa part of log- 
rolling agreement between that and the public 
building committee. After the call of the 
states, Mr. Perkins, of Kansas, got in the first 
committee report of this congress, from the 
committee on territories, providing of the set- 
tlement of town site differences in Oklahoma. 

The house then adjourned. 

CHANDLER BRAYS AGAIN. 

As was expected, “‘Biutiing Billy’? Chandler 
coms forward with a bill hitting at the Jesup 
riot and the Barnwell lynching. He intro- 
duced it in the senate today in the shape of a 
proposed amendment to the constitution, pro- 
viding that when any state fails to effectually 
snforce the laws against murder and other fel- 
mies, congress may provide for punishing 
those crimes within such state. It is another 
centralization scheme, and as the republican 
party seem to favor centralization, might re- 
ceive some consideration; but it is as sure to 
die as the bluffer’s national election law. 
However, it is evidence that he is going to 
make a speech on those riots. 

THE SOUTH AMERICAN COMMISSION. 

Major J. F. Hanson, of Macon, member of 
the Pan-American congress, reached here this 
morning, accompanied by Mrs. Hanson. He 
says the congress have not decided upon the 
exact date they will leave on the southern 
tour, but it will be about the 1st of March. 
Atlanta will be among the first stopping 
places. They will also go to Savannah, and 
perhaps Augusta and Macon. They will spend 
one Sundayin St. Augustine, one in New 
Orleans and one at Fortress Monroe, Va. The 
appropriation, Major Hanson says, however, 
for the congress is running low and the trip 
through the south might have to be cut shorter 
than the southern people would desire. The 
prograinme for the trip has not been de- 
cided upon. 

SENATOR JOHN J. INGALLS, 

of Kansas, president protem of the senate, has 
prepared a speech on the race question, which 
he will deliver perhaps next Monday. He 
has devoted much study to the question, and 
will delivera speech which will start the 
whole country to talking afresh. In speaking 
about it today, Senator Ingalls said he would 
have sq@mething to say about the manner in 
which President Harrison dealt with the 
question,and would pay a tribute to Mr. Grady’s 
utterances on, the subject, with which his 
friends would be satisfied. Itis believed that 
he will criticize the president rather roughly, 
and to a degree will advise that the people of 
the south be allowed to handle the question 
without northern interference. 

Senator Butler, of South Carolina, will 
make a speech on the subject, probably Satur- 
day, in which he will explain the object of his 
bill, recently introduced, appropriating gov- 
ernment money for negro emigration. 

THE SILCOTT QUESTION. 

The question as to whether or not the mem- 
bers of the house shall reimburse themselves 
for the Silcatt defalcation will come up on 
Wednesday. The majority of the investiga- 
tion committee will bring igs report propos- 
ing a deficiency appropriation to reimburse 
the members. ‘‘Watch-dog’’ Holmon and Mr. 
Hemphill, of South Carolina, members of the 
committee, are, however, opposed to this. Mr. 
Hemphill thinks the matter should go to the 
court of claims, while Mr. Holman says the 
loss should fall on the members. He is cocked 
and primed, for a big fight on this question, 


will hardly have the mora! courage to vote for 


it. It will be remembered that some years 
ago a bill was passed increasing members 
salaries from $5,000 to $6,750, and the con- 
stituents of every member who voted for the 
bill voted for some other man next time, leav- 
ing the salary-grabbers at home.

THE COAST DEFDNSE SERVICE. 

General Cutcheon, of Michigan, today in- 
troduced a bill providing fora coast defense 
servicé in the coast states. There is to be one 
regiment for each state, to be appointed by the 
governor from the state militia. The bill pro- 
vides for annual. encampments at a forti- 
fied post within the state, where the regi- 
ments are to be trained in the art of defense, 
firing mines, guns, etc. The expenses are to 
be borne by the general government, and the 
regiment to be subject to the call of the fed- 
eral government. It will, when passed, create 
quite a rivalry among the various companies 
in Georgia. 

CLARKSON TO RETIRE. 

It is semi-otticially announced this evening 
that General Clarkson, lord high executioner 
of fourth-class postmasters, will relinquish his 
official ax and retire to private life. General 
Clarkson says he has had all the fun he could 
get out of the administration, and he now prc- 
poses to retire. General Clarkson, it is under- 
stood, is negotiating for the purchase of a Chi- 
cago paper, and upon the result may depend 
his future course. a Fe

STARTING UP LIVELY. 


Senator Call’s Resolution in Regard to the 
Island of Cuba. 

WASHINGTON, January 6.—The senate reassem- 
bled at noon, after the holiday recess, with the 
vice-president in the chair, and with less than a 
quortun of the senators in the chamber. 

' MR. CALL’S CUBAN RESOLUTION, 

Mr. Call offered a long preamble and resolu- 
tion in regard to the island of Cuba, and asked 
forimmediate action. It states that there is 
reason to believe that the debt of that island, as 
consolidated by the decree of the queen of Spain 
of May 10th, 1886, ($124,000,000 at six per cent) is 
now in the hands of German bankers and subject 
to the control, more or less, actual and Qdirect, of 
the government of the German empire; that by 
a subsequent decree, dated November 19th, 1886, 
such debt was converted into a new one, bearing 
less interest but for a larger amount and is sub- 
ject to the came conditions and guarantee; that 
this debt is secured by special mortgage of cus- 
toms revenue of the island of Cuba, and of all 
taxes, direct or indirect; that under the ordinary 
course of events and the financial condition of 
both Cuba and Spain, it is more than probable 
that neither Cuba nor Spain will be able to meet 
their obligations and to pay either the principal 
or interest when they become due; that 
under these circumstances, and for all practical] 
purposes, political as well as _ financial, 
the control of the island of Cuba has been trans- 
ferred to the government of the German empire; 
that the immediate consequence of such a state of 
affairs is an alliance between Spain and Germany 
not less binding and powerful because of it being 
unwritten, whereby the government becomes in- 
terested in assisting Spain to perpetuate her 
sovereignty in Cuba, thus interfering with the 
historical laws and principles which must rule in 
the American hemisphere; that sucha condition 
of things is not only contrary to the traditional 
policy of the United States and to its most cher- 
ished tenets, but constitutes a menace to the best in- 
terests of the United States, as well as to the best 
interests of the whole sisterhood of American re- 
publics, and the resolution, therefore, declares 
that in the sense of the senate, everything done or 
attempted in the island of Cuba tending in any 
way whatever to transfer financial and political 
control of Cuba to any European power, is con- 


etrary to the policy and to the best interests of the 


United States, and must be diseountenanced and 
protested against. Italso requests the president 
to furnish to the senate such information as may 
be in the possession of the state department in re- 
gard te the matter s0 as toenable the senate, in 
its executive capacity, or otherwise, to take such 
action as may be deemed proper under the circum- 
stances. 
MR. SHERMAN OBJECTS. 

Mr. Sherman—I object tothe present consider- 
ation of the resolution, unless to have it referred 
to the committee on foreign relations, 

Mr. Call—I have no objection to that reference. 

The resolution was, therefore, referred to the 
committee on foreign relations. 


The American Association. 

ROCHESTER, N. Y., January 6.—The directors 
of the American Baseball association met here 
this morning. Representatives are present from 
St. Louis, Philadelphia, Columbus, Baltimore, 
Toledo, Louisville, Syracuse and Rochester. There 
are agents in attendance from other cities de- 
sirous of entering the association. The meeting 
is secret, no one but directors being admitted. 
Syracuse was admitted to the association. Balti- 
more applied for membership with the condition 
that the association should be composed of twelve 
clubs. This application was laid on the table. 
The eighth club will probably be Washington, 
Newark or Brooklyn. 


A Tariff Decision. 

WASHINGTON, January 6.—In an opinion ren- 
dered in the well-known Edeihoff customs case, 
the supreme court holds that silk and cotton rib- 
bons, used exclusively as hat trimmings,are dutia- 
ble at 20 per cent, ander the provision in the tariff 
actof iss3for “timmings for hats, bonnets and 
hoods,” and not at = cent, under the provis- 
ion for the materials of which silk is a component 
of chief value. The government will, by this de- 
cision, be compelled to refund about $6,000,000 to 
importers in Philadelphia, New York, Boston and 
other places. 


The Strike Settied. 

EVANSVILLE, Ind., January 6.—The strike on 
the Mackey system was amicably settled last 
night, both sides making concessions. All the 
strikers were taken back without prejudice. 
Operations were resumed this morning. The terms 
of settlement are secret, and cannot be learned 
no further than above stated. +

THE DAVIS MEMOIRS. 


THE BOOK WILL BE READY IN THE 
SPRING. 


CHAT WITH MRS. DAVIS AT BEAUVOIR 


She Says the Preparation of the Work for the 
Publisher Will Be Entrusted to Two 
Friends of Her Late Husband. 


New Or.EANS, January 6.—Recently nu- 
merous statements of a contradictory and alto- 
gether misleading character, concerning the 
promised volume of the life of the late ex- 
President Davis, have appeared in the news- 
papers. With the object of getting the facts 
in the case, a correspondent was sent to 
Beauvoir for the purpose of obtaining from 
Mrs. Davis, in person, information at once re- 
liable and authentic touching this important 
subject. The lady, in reply to the reporter’s 
questions, said that beyond the§eompletion of 
a few chapters by Mr. Davis, the work was as 
yet practically in its incipiency. The neces- 
sary data is, however, at hand, having been 
carefully compiled by Mr. Davis previous to 
his death, so that the labor of collecting the 
matter and otherwise putting it in shape for 
the publisher would, comparatively speaking, 
consume but a short time. So far the work 
remains 

JUST AS MR. DAVIS LEFT IT. 

Arrangements are being made, however, with 
two very capable gentlemen who will assist 
Mrs. Dayisin completing the memoirs. One 
véry close friend and sympathizer of the illus- 
trious chief, who, more than any living per- 
son, is acquainted with the political and pub- 
lic life of the deceased will direct the shape 
and generally interest himself in that portion 
of the proposed work,§while his co-laborer is 
conspicious for his literary accomplisments 
and his practical experience in the art of book- 
making. When completed the work will be 
submitted to a_number of the most intimate 
and trustworthy friends of Mr. Davis for their 
critical perusal and approval and nothing will 
be left undone to render it, in every particular, 
an accurate and thoroughly reliable portrayal 
of the character of him, who above all others 
of his time, could ask j 

IN THE RECORD OF HIS LIFE 
that it be written: ,‘‘Naught extenuating, nor 
naught set down in malice.”’ 

Mrs. Davis saysif she can only succeed in 
interpreting, in a measure, some of those more 
subtle points in features of Mr.Davis’s charac- 
ter, which she thinks have not been so gener- 
ally understood, she will have entwined around 
his memory a wreath which, to him, would be 
surpassingly acceptable, and to her a most pre- 
cious tribute of his enduring love. 

Just how long atime will have elapsed before 
the biegraphy will be actually in the hands of 
the reader, Mrs.|Davis is so far unable to state. 
She will, however, revise, supervise and look 
after many of the details incident to its publi- 
eation, and this work she intends to have 
wholly completed. previous to her departure 
for Europe, where she will join her daughter, 
Miss Winnie.. As the time of this contem- 
plated trip is fixed for the early part of May 
of the present year, the public may confidently 
expect to have the book a month later. In 
this connection it would be well to mention 


that ample notice will be given in a few weeks 
of the exact time when the book will appear. 
THE WIDOW’S LOVE FOR THE PEOPLE. 

Referring to the death of Mr. Davis and the 
demonstration of public esteem and reverence. 
for the dead chieftain previous to and on the 
day of his interment, Mrs. Davis spoke feel- 
ingly. It was not, she said, the pomp, which 
was of itself gorgeous, that afforded her 
the greatest gratification in con- 
nection with the obsequies of her 
husband, but it was the spontaneity and 
universal esteem and regard that was 
exhibited in New Orleans and throughout the 
entire south on that occasion that touched her 
the most and that would abide with her the 
longest. The unsurpassing outpouring of the 
people of the south, and especially of this city, 
and the eminence, intellectual, character and 
citizenship of those participating in the impos- 
ing ceremonial of that day would never be for- 
gotten, nor would there be a lack of apprecia- 
tion on her part, nor of that of the remaining 
family of Mr. Davis. 

As for the people of New Orleans and her 
grateful acknowledgement of their devotion 
to, and distinguished consideration of her 
husband, words were inadequate to express. 
There was nothing lacking nor anything left 
undpne. ‘“Takingit all in all,’’ said Mrs. 
Davis, ‘‘I do not think there is any people in 
the world who would have solidly, and so un- 
selfishly maintained’ an unsuccessful man 
with nothing to confer, or would have rendered 
such spontaneons honors to hés memory as the 
south has done in the case of my husband.”’ 


KNIFFEN ATTEMPTS SUICIDE 


By Swallowing Aconite and Slashing His 
Throat with a Razor. 

TRENTON, N. J., January 6.—Dr. Kniffen, 
husband of the woman found smothered to 
death in bed last Friday morning, took an 
ounce of aconite and gashed his wrists and 
throat with a razor at his home between 1 and 
2 o’clock this morning. Drs. Shepherd and 
Cooper were summoned, and had no trouble in 
stopping the flow of blood. The jugular vein 
was not reached. The cut in the throat is 
four inches long, but the wounds in the wrist 
are not at all serious. Owing to the largeness 
of the dose of aconite, it acted as an emetic, 
and was all thrown off. Dr. Kniffen is out of 
danger. He says he tried to kill himself be- 
cause he was distressed at the strong tide of 
public feeling against him.

Forfeited Its Charter. 

SAN FRANcISCO, January 6.—Judge Wallace, in 
the superior court today, decided the case of the 
American Sugar Refinery company. The action 
was commenced by the state some time ago to 
compel a forfeiture of charter on account of the 
company having become a member of the sugar 
trust. The court finds that by joining the trust, 
the company abandoned all the purposes and ob- 
jects for whieh it was created by the law of Cali- 

ornia, and has, therefore, forfeited its corporate 
franchise. Judgment for $5,000 is also rendered 
against the company.

Attachments were 


JT HITS THE COPS. 


“LA GRIPPE” PROSTRATES PHILA- 
DELPHIA’S POLICEMEN. 


OVER TWO HUNDRED OF THEM SICK 


New York Seems to Have Passed the Worst 
in the Disease— But Towns in Mohawk 
Valley Are Visited by It. 


Nrw York, January 6.—Vital statistics for 
the twenty-four hours ending today, show the 
number of deaths to be 146, a decrease of 
neatly 100, as compared with the previous 
twemty-four hours. The principal causes of 
death were: Pneumonia, 31; phthisis, 28; 
bronchitis, 15; influenzal. It is believed at 
sanitary headquarters that the worst of the 
influenza epidemic is over. The sick list in 
the police department, however, shows no 
abatement, but the reverse. At6o’clock this 
morning 415 disabled policemen were reported. 

GROWING WORSE IN PHILADELPHIA. 

PHILADELPHIA, January 6.—The “‘grippe,”’ 
which was thought to be decreasing among 
members of the police force has taken a fresh 
staré, and after afew days’ rest, it has renewed 
its work with increased vigor and alarming 
severity. Reports of the police lieutenants 
this morning show that the force is very much 
crippled, and that the renewed attacks of the 
“‘erippe’’ are so extensive that if it continues 
steps will have to be taken to keep the force 
to its standard sufficiency, as the policemen 
are overworked and unable to take the places 
of the sick patrolmen. In all there are now 
231 patrolmen on the sick list. 

Three sudden deaths, which are thought to 
have resulted from one of the many forms of 
la grippe, were reported to the coroner this 
morning. In many of the cases, where the 
disease has made its appearance, heart fail- 
ure has resulted before the symptoms were 
fully developed and the three deaths’ this 
morning, which the coroner will be called 
upon toinvestigate, are supposed to be from this 
cause. There seems to be no abatement in 
the progress of the disease throughout the city. 

Deaths in the city for the week ended at 
noen Saturday, was 492, an increase of 126 
from the previous week, and an increase of 
88 from the corresponding period of last year. 
The principal causes of deaths were: Con- 
sumption of the lungs, 67 ; disease of the heart, 
34; inflammation of the lungs. 71. 

BAD IN MILWAUKEE, 


MILWAUKEE, January

THE SCHOOLS TURNED OUT 

Boston, January 6.—A canvass of twenty 
pans schools in.this city, having a total of 
9,269 pupils shows that over 1,900 are absent, 
mostly on account of la grippe. 

ON THE INCREASE IN LONDON. 

Lonpon, January 6.—The number of cases 
of infiuenza reported in this city are constant- 
ly increasing. A large number of nurses in 
hospitals, doctors and clergymen are pros- 
trated with the disease. The epidemic con- 
tinues to spread among the police. Many 
members of the police force of Bradford are in- 
capacitated for work by the influenza. 

FIFTY THOUSAND IN BALTIMORE. 

BALTIMORE, January 6.—The ‘‘La Grippe”’ 
is spread broadcast through the city. There is 
no Official statement as yet to the number of 
cases, but counting in not very well defined at- 
tacks some physicians say that there are ot least 
fifty thousand persons afflicted with it.

DALE IN DALLAS. 


He Cannot Give a $1,500 Bond, and Goes to 
Jail, 

Dawas, Ga., January 6.—[{Special.]—Rev. 
Walter R. Dale is behind the bars of Paulding 
county jail. : 

Messrs. F. H. Davis, George P. Horton and 
H. A. Deahl, of North Carolina, and Mr. 
John M. George and Dr. E. H. Greene, of 
Atlanta, arrived in Dallas Sunday night at 
8 :55. 

Yesterday morning the superior court of 
Paulding county convened, Judge Maddox on 
the bench. 

Yery soon after the grand jury were charged 
and had retired to their room. The above 
named gentlemen appeared charging Rev. 
Mr. Dale, alias J. O. H. Nutall, with bigamy. 
The jury found a-true bill about 2:30 p. m. 
At 3:16, Mr. Dale, accompanied by his last 
wife, whom he married in Dallas, and child 
and an officer arrived on the train. 

It will be remembered that when Mr. Dale 
was brought to Dallas during December, he 
waived trial and gave bond in the sumi of $800 
toappearat the January term of superior 
court. Yesterday morning the authorities in 
Atlanta suspicioned that Mr. Dale’s bond was 
worthless. He was immediately put under 
the custody of the authorities, and was sent to 
Dallas in the charge of Officer W. H. Wil- 
liams. Mr. Williams delivered his charge to 
Sheriff Moon, who at once notified Judge 
Maddox of the status of affairs. Colonel Ivy 
Thompson, Mr. Dale’s attorney, appeared and 
claimed that the arrest was _ illegal 
demanded the _ release of Mr. Dale. 
Judge Maddox replied that society 
through the law would have something to do 
with the affair. The bond was at once raised 
by his honor to $1,500, which the prisoner was 
not able to give. Mr. Dale requested to be 
taken to see his wife before being carried to 
jail. Mrs. Dale was at her mother’s. When 
he told his wife that he would have to go to jail 
quite a scene was witnessed. Mrs. Smith, the 
mother of his wife, broke down completely, 
weeping bitterly. Maas. Dale was not so much, 
moved, but unmistakable signs of grief were 
clearly seen. He assured her that while-he 
suffered his present indignity, it would turn out 
all right, and besought her to bear it bravely. 
She is confident of Mr. Dale’s innocence, and 
clings to him with a tenacity of which a 
woman only is capable. : 

Mr. Dale was carried to jail, where he now 
awaits his trial. 

It has been thought by the people of the 
town that Mr. Dale would have the case put 
off under some pretense. Now, since itis 
pretty sure thathe cannot give the bond of

will be called, probably, Wednesday. 

While Mr. Dale seems to be certain that he 
will be able to establish his innocence, the 
prosecuting witnesses present are even more 
sure of his identity and_ guilt, and of their

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For Hauling Sleeping Cars—Attorney-Gen- 
eral Anderson Gives His Construction of 
the Law—The Augusta and West Florida. 


Below is given in full a communication from 

Attorney-General Anderson concerning the law 

sed by the last legislature, in reference to the 
lax on sleeping cars. 

The matter is one of great importance. It in- 
golves, aside from the revenue that would accrue 
to the state from the operation of such a law, the 
ponstitutionality of the law and the disposal of 
gome troublesome litigation. 

The decision is as follows: 

ATTORNEY-GENERAL’S OFFICE, Atlanta, Ga.,- 

anuary 4th, 1890.—Hon. W. A. W right, Comp- 

yiler-General—Dear Sir: I have given much 
thought to the inquiry you have made of me, viz. 
as to the true construction of the acts passed by 
the last.legisiature relative to the payment by the 
railrbad companies of this state of a license tax 
for pulling sleeping cars whose owners have not 
aid the taxes iinposed on such owners (whether 
ndividuals or corporations) by the laws of this 
state. The precise question, as to which you ask 
my advice, 18 whether the license tax imposed on 
railroad compamies for pulling sleeping cars, can 
pe required of those compantes before the reme- 
dies for enforcing the collection of the taxes, 
exacted by law of the owners of sleeping cars, 
have been exhausted. 

The question is not free from difficulty, but, 
after thorough consideration and reflection, I 
have reached the conclusion that if the owners of 
sleeping cars do not pay the taxes exacted of 
them when called ‘on as provided by law, the rail-. 
road companies cannot pull the cars of such 
delinguent owners without paying a license 
for doing S80. Il think this construc- 
tion is justified by the words: of 
the act approved November 12th, 1889, and is 
earned by the history of the legislation of this 
state relative to the taxation of sleeping Car com- 
anies. The first section of that act provides 
‘that every railroad cotapany that pulls over its 
road sleeping cars of any person or corporation 
upon which taxes are not paid-under the pro-

s The funeral of Mr. Isadore Garnie, the 
young man who committed suicide in Decatur 
Sunday, will occurin Jacksonville, Fla., to- 
day. 

The remains were shipped by Undertaker 
H. M. Patterson to that city at 2:15 p. m., by 
the Central road, yesterday. They were ac- 
companied by Colonel and Mrs. Candler, who 
will be present at the funeral. Mr. Garnie’s 
death is deplored by a large circle of friends. 

Mrs. Perry’s Death. 

Mrs. Perry, mother of Mr. H. L. Perry, died 
at Decatur Sunday. Mrs. Perry was a lady of 
many Christian virtues, and her death is be- 
wailed by a large circle of loving friends. 

The funeral occurred at 1;50 o’clock yester- 
day afternoon in Decatur. It was very 
largely attended by relatives and friends. 

Faneral of a Child. 

The little daughter of Mr. and Mrs. 8. W. Beach, 
who died at their residence,No. 245 Decatur street, 
was buried yesterday. A large number of friends 
were present and attended the funeral. The lit-

If the legislature had intended to require that 
the remedies for enforcing the payment. of the

ate to express that intention. Such language is 
not only used, but the language employed is, in 
substance, that if a railroad company pulls ~~. 
ing cars upon which the taxes, required by the 
act, are not paid—that is, not paid when legally 
demanded—it must pay a heense for so doing. 
The railroad company, in other words, must de- 
cline to pull such cars, or must pay a license for 

ulling them. Hitherto all efforts to collect taxes 
rom sleeping car companies have been practically 
ffuitiess, because the acts passed for that 
yurpose have been adjudged to be violative of the 
“commerce clause” of the constitution of the 
United States. In view of this fact, the legisla- 
ture, at its last session, deviseda new scheme of 
taxation as to such companies, pe 5 game to be free 
from constitutional objection, and provided that 
if persons or corporations, owning and operating 
such cars, should refuse to pay the taxes required 
of thei under this new method, the railroad coin- 
panies should not pull such cars over their roads 
without paying a license tax for so doing. Cars 
thus outlawed, so to speak, because of the non- 
xavment of the taxes due by their owners, are for- 
Didden transportation over the railroads of this 
state unless the cofmpanies operating the railroads 
pay a special license tax for pulling them. Con- 
firmatory of this construction of the act of No- 
vember 12th, 1889, is the fact, that the second sec- 
tion requires the comptroller-general to issue ex- 
ecution against such railroad companies as fail by 
or before the ist day of October in each year to 
pay the license tax prescribed. This section 
would be nugatory under a different construction. 
If the legisi}ature intended that the license tax 
should not be demanded until the remedies for en- 
forcing the collection of the tages imposed on 
the owners of the sleeping cars had been 
exhausted, why was not this section so worded as 
to require the comptroller-general to issue execu- 
tion against the railroad companies so soon as the 
effort to collect the taxes imposed on the owners 
of sleeping cars had been made. and had proven 
unsuccessful? Why require the comptroller-gen- 
eral to issue execution if the railroad companies 
failed to pay for the license by the Ist day of Oc- 
tober in each year, if the license tax was not due 
until legal remedies had been unsuccessfully em- 

loyed against the owners of sleeping cars to col- 
ect the taxes imposed on them? The construction 
I have given these acts makes all the parts con- 
sistent and operative, and is, in my opinion, the 
only construction which can give full effect to the 
intention of the legislature in ere the act of 
December 20th, 1888, as amended by the act approv- 
ed November 12th, 1889. It certainly could not have 
been the intention of the legislature to awaita 
long litigation with the sleeping car companies— 
protracted as it may be for several years until the 
questions raised can be adjudicated by the su- 
preme court of the United States—before the li- 
cense taxes required of the railroad companies for 
the years 1889 and 1890 are demanded.

The construction company’s stock will likely, 
President Smith says, be called in by monthly in-

As an index of Mr. Smith’s confidence in the 
future of the road, Mr. Smith says: ‘We propose 
to be at work in thirty days, and push ahead as 
fast as possible.”’

AT THE THEATRE. 


Was there anybody at DeGive’s last night who 
didn’t enjoy the beautiful story told in **Bootle’s 
Baby?’—who didn’t feel, having seen the play, 
better for the going? Was one person in that 
large audience so hardened as to be unmoved by the 
love that came from that simple child heart—the 
love which first won as its slave the great, rough 
soldier, and after him the whole company? Not one, 
I venture to say. It is the story of a child’s love— 
nothing more; and yet it is a story designed, if in 
the hands of clever people, to be a power for great 
good. 

These child-plays seem to be the fad just now, 
and a play which hasn’t a baby as the central fig- 
ure, is classed with ‘‘Hamlet’’ sans the principal 
character. Most of the child-plays are either ut- 
terly impossible or utterly inane, but in ‘Bootle’s 
Baby” we find a most gratifying 
exception. The story is one of interest, 
and is neither impossible nor inane. 

You have here a father absolutely devoid of 
every instinct of fatherhood, one who hates his 
child because itis his, one who is without even 
that honor which is traditional among thieves. 
He is the very incarnation of all that is heartless, 
cruel and ungentlemanly, and yet holds his place 
in the army mess.gIn brief, the story is this: Cap- 
tain Gilchrist of the Scariet Lancers is anxious to 
rid himself of his wife and his baby. With the 
easy facility peculiar to stage stories, this is done 
and he drives the woman whom he has sworn to 
love and honor out into the cold world. The 
mother, thus summarily forced away, leaves at the 
barracks her two-year-old baby. She places it on 
what she supposes is its father’s bed. She is mis- 
taken, however, and the babe is found by Captain 
Ferrers, commonly known as Bootles. Despite the 
jeers of his messmates—do they have messmates 
in the army?—he adopts the baby as his own. The 
leader of the jeerers is the baby’s own father, and 
he itis who laughs loudest at Bootles, and jokes 
with him about its paternity. Then Bootles adopts 
the little one, whois adopted by the regiment, 
and the mother, returning, loves Bootles—who 
loved her years before—too; the real father con- 
veniently gets his neck broken, and all is happi- 
ness. 

The play is essentially one of sentiment. There 
is no melodrama of that stilted order with which 
the London stage abounds, no great crises, noth- 
ing of the sort. You are won by the artless prat- 
tle of the baby, and by the{great-hearted manli- 
ness of Bootles. The Villian-father 
seems somewhat impossible to us <Amer- 
icans, and as somebody who sat 
behind me remarked, “‘that fellow couldn’t livea 
week in this country.’’ But we have to swallow 
him as he is, in a measure, the essence of the play 
In marked contrast Bootles wins your heart com- 
pletely, you feel like slapping his broad shoulders 
and saying, ‘‘you’re a trump.” 

An interesting feature of it all is the insight the 
play gives into English army life. Some critic 
has said that it smacks of Charles Lever—and it 
does. We are given a glimpse of the English bar- 
racks life, which no other modern play gives; and 
we enjoy it mainly, Isuppose, because we hear and 
read so much about that life, and because we have 
nothing like it in this country. 

So much for the play. The company producing 
it is composed of capable ladies and gentlemen, 
and the perforance last evening was most enjoya- 


ble. 
Mr. Clarence Handyside is Bootles, and little 


Miss Lena Beresien is the baby at seven years of 
age. The child is one of the brightest and pret- 
tiest Of the child-actresses and is a great favorite. 
Mr. Handyside is excellentin his role as is Mr. 
Markham as Captain Lucy, the dude of the garri- 
son. Mr. Royle makes Captain Gilchrist a pol- 
ished and easy villain but a villain withal, and 
his rendition of the role is one of the best pieces 
of work in the play. The comedy falls mainly to 
the lot of Private Saunders. Mr. Hart Conway 
has the part and does fairly well, but is hardly 
equal to the requirements of the roles. The com- 
pany is rather weak in the female roles, but the 
performance is, as a whole, very enjoyable.

Downing, “The Gladiator.” 

Robert Downing, the subject of this sketch, 

was born in Washington, D. C., and commenced 


stock company under the management of JohnT. 
Ford, of Baltimore, Md. And today, but a trifle 
over thirty-two years of age, he ranks among the 
greatest stars. 

Mr. Downing belongs to that peculiar robust, 
vigorous school of which the American stage has 
had but two prominent examples, “iz.: Edwin 
Forrest and John McCullough. And now comes 
the third in the person of this handsome, talented 
young actor, whose magnificent physique, power- 
ful, though melodious voice, and vigorous man- 
ner has earned for him the distinction of being 
the only purely ‘heroic actor of which we can 


boast. 

In the history of the American stage there can- 
not be found another instance where an actor has 
so suddenly become pre-eminent as has Robert 
Downing. Perseverance has done much for him, 
bnt all the perseverance in the world would have 
amounted to nothing had he not the true histri- 
onic genius to support him.

“DALE ARRESTED 


SOME DOUBTS AS TO WHITHER HE 
WAS GOING. 


Sheriff Thomas Finds that the Reverend Gen- 
tleman Has His Trunk Packed and Takes 
Him Into Custody.

Mr. Dale was’ kept under such 
strict surveillance by the police that Colonel 
Thomas did not think any additional security 
necessary. But yesterday morning he re- 
ceived information that Mr. Dale 

HAD HIS TRUNKS PACKED 
and he did not know just exactly whither the 
gentleman was bound. Sohe sent one Con- 
stable O’Shields to find Mr. Dale and take him 
into custody. 

The constable located him not far from 
the carshed and ‘showed the warrant 
for his apprehension. Mr. Dale 
felt outraged and expressed himself 
as indignant at any such treatment by the of- 
fieers. 

But in spite of his kicking he was carried to 
the sheriff’s office, where he explained that he 
had gotten everything ready, and was just 
waiting for his wife, who was to accompany 
him to Dallas, to stand his trial on the charge 
of bigamy. ! 

Nevertheless Sheriff Thomas decided that it 
was best to make sure of his prisoner, so he 
held him for a short while, and then sent him 
to Dallas. 

IN CHARGE OF CONSTABLE WILLIAMS, 
after allowing Mr. Dale time to write a 
note and send to his wife, in Bellwood.

He says that the evidence 
against him is almost irrefutable,and the people 
of Dallas consider it a dead case against Mr. 
Dale, or Mr. Nutall, as the case may termi- 
nate.

PLEASED. 


Only the Cotton Mill Owners Are Grumbling 
~—Last Year's Trade the Best Since the 
War, and This Year’s Will Be Better. 


The year just ended has been the most 
prosperous in Georgia since the war, 

The crops were good, in the first place; but 
the condition of general property can’t be at- 
tribated to this factalone. There is an ele- 
ment of stability about it that has measured 
its slow growth in years, and that makes the 

r’s crop a minor consideration in the out- 
look for 1390. 

It has been a year of plenty. 

Merchants ef all sorts agree that trade was 
the bestgghey have ever known. They all 
agree thafthe outlook is brighter than for 
last vear even. Collections, generally, have 
been unustally good. 

The showing is especially good for new © in- 
dustries. ‘The time has been when money 
put here in a broom factory, or 
s coffin factory, or a merchant’s stock, 
was a speculation—but that time is past. 
Money invested in Atlanta now, in legitimate 
business channels, cannot be lost. An interest 
income is just as certain as in government 
bouds, with a wide margin beyond that for en- 
ergy and enterprise. 

A healthy, par-valae condition of trade. 

That’s the verdict. It comes from all 
Classes of tradesmen. 

As to this year, the outlook is brighter than 
ever. flicre’s how business men talk about it: 


The Wholesale Men. 

Mr. J. G. Ociespy, of Oglesby & Meador, 
presidentof the chamberof commerce: ‘The 
business outlook seems to be unusually bright. 
This, so far as I can learn, applies to all classes 
of business. The statements of the New 
York banks indicate that there is much more 
money in circulation outside of New York 
than 13 usual at this time of the year, which 
means that it is in the south and west moving 
the crops. So faras I can see the outlook for 


years.”’ 

Moorr, MarsH & Co.: ‘Last year’s busi 
ness,’’ said Mr. Moore, ‘‘was entirely satisfac- 
tory, both as to sale and collection. We are

Frank E. Brock: ‘The busy season with 
us,”’ said Mr. Block, ‘tis about over.

Bain & Kirkpatrick: “The prospects for 
the coming year,’”” said Mr. Don Bain, ‘‘are 
very flattering.

GRaAMLING, Spatpina & Co.: “Last 
years,’’ said Mr. John R. Gramling, ‘‘trade 
was good.

P.& G. T. Dopp: Mr. Green Dodd said 
yesterday: ‘‘Eighty-nine was an exceptionally 
good year, both as tothe amecunt of trade and 
collections. There will be more money next 
year than last, and trade will be better than 
syer before.”’ ; 


With the Bankers. 


Mr. lL. J. Hitu: *‘Money was easier last 
Spring and summer in Atlanta than ever be- 
fore. In New York, however, the market is in 
an abnormal! condition. One day it is up to 30 or 
35 per cent, and the next.itis down to 7 or 8 
percent. There is no way to account for this 
except that it is caused by speculators who are 
working for theirown ends. <A proof of this. 
is that money for legitimate purposes can ‘be 
readily obtained at from5 to6 percent. If 
this condition of things continues in the north 
money will haturally become a little stringent 
here, as Wall street effects the entire country 
more or less. I can see no cause for anything 
like anxiety, and to me the coming year pre- 
sents a bright outlook, There is more money 
here than ever before, and that is one reason, 
I believe, the marketin New York is tight. 
The numerous factories which bave been es- 
tablished in the sonth and west haveina 
measure checked the flow of money which gen- 
erally pour into New York during December, 
and it is being felt,’’ 

Mr. Paut RoMARE: ‘As far as the money 
marketin thesouth is concerned, I can say 
that it is in a splendid condition, In fact, it 
is as good as possible. There is more money 
in the .country than ever before, and I see 
nothing to check the general prosperity. I 
dou't think the money market here can be 
effected by the stringency in New York, asin 
the winter months we send money north. 
During the summer we getit from there to 
accommodate our customers, and if the tight- 
mess lasts through the winter—which I don’t 
expect—we may feelit, but not unless.”’ 

Mr. J, H. Porter: ‘Money is not very 
close now, but I think the banksin Atlanta 
will adopt more conservative methods in 
future. he late transactions will cause them 
to be more cautious. Money is, however, 
plentiful here, and I have every e. « that it 
will remain so. Any stringency in New York 
is bound to effect us here. Naturally, we 
would prefer not to get money from the north, 
but in the latter part of the summer we have 
ittodo. Ithink that altogether the outlook 
$s rather promising, and there is no cause for 
siarm.”’ : 

Capt. R. J. Lowry. “There Is an easy mar- 
Ket here forall conservative business, but 1 
things in the north are not in good shape, and 
epeaking for myself, I must sayI feel a re- 
luctance to spread out as any, as the panicky 
feeling continues in thenorth. Business here 
was never so good as it is now. During the 

ast year we have doubled our connection. 
There is no trouble in getting money for legiti- 
mate business but I don’t feel inclined to 
increase our risks.”’ 

Mr. J. W. Rucker. ‘Collections are good. 
The merchants say they are in better fix than 
ever before anda promise of general prosperity 
gives an encouraging outlook. I1t is true 
that money istight in New York, but that 
will not affect us this season. The banks have 

t plenty of money and the people have too, 
hen the deposits are larger than they ever 
were before. There were good crops for 
which excellent prices were obtained and I 
think there should be no apprehension for the 
*uture.”’ 

CaprTain J. R. Wyuir: ‘We find a fair de- 
mand for money, but no closeness is particu- 
larly observable. I think the outlook for bus - 
iness this year is very good. 1 don’t remem- 
ber any year that started with a better pros- ‘ 

ct than we appear to have now. I think 
the tigltnessin New York will affect us to 
some extent, but I have no doubt it will pass 
over before it does us any harm. The failures 
last fall have madethe banks more conserva- 
tive, butthere is plenty of money to meet ail 
legitimate demands, and business is generally 
healthy.” 

Mr. W. A. HeEmpuIti: “Money is much 
easier in Atlanta than it is in New York. 
There is plenty of|it here, andall the banks 
are doing well. In my opinion tne outlook 
Was never better, and I feel confident of a 

rosperous year. Morey wiil ease up in 

‘ew York long before , the ‘time 
comes when the Atlanta banks have 
to get it from there. I have no doubt the 
stringency was caused by speculation and 
when 40 per cent was being charged on Wal 
strectifor speculative purposes, in could be ob- 
tained for legitimate business at 6, 7 and 8 per 
cent.
